Golf course feasibility study continues 


WILMINGTON - Members of 
the Golf/Recreation Feasibility 
Study Committee continue to 
research the development of an 18 
hole golf course in Wilmington. 
They are currently focused on 100 
acres of conservation land located 
between the northern section of 
Ballardvale Street and the Andover 
town line. 

In 1975, the town took the land 
by eminent domain after Town 
Meeting ballot casters approved 
$169,000 for payment of the 155 
acre parcel-of land. To ensure the 
protection of the land from 


development, the whole tract was 
entrusted to the Conservation 
Commission in 1988. 

Before a golf course project 
could be developed, the 
Conservation Commission would 
need to place its stamp of approval. 
"The parcel of land is a well 
developed forest area. It is the last 
piece of undeveloped land in 
Wilmington. I cannot speak for the 
commission members, but I feel 
they would have sot oncerns,” 
said John Keeley, Conservation 
Administrator for the Town of 
Wilmington. 


The Board of Sclectmen feel this 
is an idea that should have some 
consideration. "This is a service 
well worth having for the town. 
We should explore all the 
possibilities of this project,” said 


Michael Newhouse, town 
selectman. 
The Board of Selectmen 


commissioned the Golf/Recreation 
Feasibility Committee to explore 
the development of a town owned 
golf course last year. Two 
members of the Board of 
Selectmen are on that committee, 


Michael Newhouse and James 
Rooney. 

The members of the committee 
are preparing a proposal due to be 
completed in the next couple of 
months. They plan to present the 
proposal, for the Conservation 
Committee to review. "We have a 
jong way to go before this becomes 


a reality. We need the support of 
all the concerned parties,” said 
Newhouse. 

One of the arguments for the golf 
course is the amount of revenue it 
Hillview and Gannon. A project 
like this could help fund our tax 
base,” said Robert Cain, town 
selectman.

Town manager gets 
12 percent raise

WILMINGTON - On Monday 
evening, the Board of Selectmen 
approved a proposal to increas 
Town Manager Michael Caira's 
Salary by 12 percent, or 
approximately $9,899, over the 
next three years. With the salary 
hike, Caira will be earning 
$88,695 annually by the year 2000. 

Caira's salary will increase by 
five percent over the next fiscal 
year and gradually drop to three 
percent in the third and final year 
of the raise. 

Although the majority of 
selectmen approved of the pay 
increase, Selectman James Rooney 
voted against the raise, feeling that 
it would not be suitable at this 


time. 

"I have the utmost respect for 
Michael Caira, and I feel he is 
more than qualified," Rooney said 
in a telephone interview Tuesday. 
"The only problem I have with the 
raise is the percentage. It's my 
duty, as a selectman, to keep» the 
town's costs down.” 

Another issue raised Monday 
night concerned the growing 
problem of Canada Geese in- 
habiting and destroying residential 
property. 

After receiving a letter from 
George and Peggy Quinn of

The Massachusetts Constitu- 
tion requires that proposed in- 
itiatives to be in the proper 
form for submission to voters; 
not be substantially the same 
as any measure submitted at 
either of the two p 
statewide elections; .contain 
only subjects that are related. 
or mutually dependent; and, 
not involve subjects that are 
specifically excluded from the 
initiative process by the state 
Constitution. 

For example, a petition can- 
not be approved if it relates to 
religion, religious practices or 
religious _ institutions; the 
powers, creation or abolition of 
the courts; the appointment, 
compensation or tenure of 
judges; a specific appropriation 
of money from the General 
Fund; or infringes on other 
protected constitutional rights, 
such as trial by jury, freedom 
of the press, freedom of speech 
and others. 

In all, a total of 26 petitions 
were proposed this year be- 
cause some sponsors submitted 
more than one version of an in- 
itiative on the same topic. For 
example, supporters of the 
movement to abolish state road

Dear Larz: 

The following is a letter [ sent to 
President Clinton. 1 would like to 
urge all Americans to support 
Executive Order #12606 by 
sending a letter to the President.

Dear Mr. President: 

I would like an explanation as to 
why you canceled Executive Order

These questions took two years of 
work to be established, including 
public hearings and debate within 
the federal bureaucracy.

Please 
don't answer the questions easily 
by stating that there are orders that 
deal with environmental and 
children's health issues that make 
the protection of families 
unnecessary, unless you have hard 
facts and specific agencies to back 
it up. Executive Order #12606 had 
been established for the protection 
of families, for the good of all. I 
can only assume that it was 
canceled because it prohibited the 
government or political activists to 
advance their own purposes.

Mrs. Ruth Childs of Linda Road, 
Wilmington, and her daughter, Susan 
Caron of Framingham appeared in a 
picture on the front page of the Town 
Crier in the edition of July 30. Like 
other local residents it was the histori- 
cal exhibition in which they were in- 
terested. The exhibit was shown to the 
selectmen and others two weeks ago. 

Ruth had a special historical privi- 
lege, of which the present selectmen 
of Wilmington are possibly unaware. 
Her mother, Mrs. Olive Sheldon was, 
for many years clerk to the Wilming- 
ton selectmen. She attended all their 
meetings and did errands for them. 

Olive worked in the Town Hall in 
many capacities. She was nota woman 
who was “tempcrarily employed.” In 
addition to being the clerk of the se- 
lectmen, she walked all over the town 
of Wilmington doing a government 
census, during a bitterly cold winter; 
she was a warden during the voting 
time in the Town Hall, a clerk for the 
Work Progress: Administration 
(WPA), a U.S. governmental agency, 
and was an acting town manager fora 
short time. Finally she was an asses- 
sor, a job in which she continued until 
her death. 

Olive, it can be said, was always 
there for her family, as well as for 
those who were around her and she 
worked without complaint. At home 
she loved cooking and holidays which 
were spent with her family. 

Ruth Childs is a person who can 
talk of her mother as no one else can. 
Her mother, Mrs. Olive Sheldon, was 
the widow of Wilbur A. Sheldon, a 
Wilmington volunteer firefighter who 
was one of two Wilmington firefighters 
killed by bricks from a falling chim- 
ney during a fire on Lake Street on 
September 11, 1927. 

The fire was just over the line in 
Tewksbury, on the left side of Lake 
Streetas one drives toward Shawsheen 
Avenue. The site was about 200 yatds 
beyond the present Fitz Terrace, which 
marked the then Fitzgerald home by 
Silver Lake. 

This writer happened to be at that 
fire. He had been studying home work 
in the family kitchen in a home across 
from Miller Road, on Glen Road, when 
the fire alarm blew for a fire on Lake 
Street, half a mile away. It was easy to 
slip out the back door. 

Several persons were working with 
a hose on the home when this writer 
arrived. A fair sized crowd was al- 
ready present. The fire was an intense 
blaze in a small home. Three men 
were handling the fire hose. The fire 
was in Tewksbury. 

One was Jerome O'Leary, who 
lived on Swain Road. Cold water from 
the fire hose had struck the chimney 
and the bricks collapsed. There was a 
distant thud on the ground. 

The next sound was the voice of 
Jerome O'Leary. “Men Down!” 

O'Leary was shouting about 
Russell Pratt and Wilbur A. Sheldon. 


There was no doubt about their death, 
struck by the falling bricks from that 
chimney. The water from the hose 
was cold, and the bricks hot, and the 
chimney collapsed. 

‘The Town and the Commonwealth 
donated money to the two families. 
Olive Sheldon was given a lifetime 
job by the town which she enjoyed. 
Everyone she met enjoyed her com- 
pany. 

Olive and her husband had con- 
structed a lume on Clark Street, half 
way between Church Street and 
Middlesex Avenue, on the “Wilm- 
ington Square” side. It is there still. 

Olive grew up in a home on Low- 
ell Street, across from the present 
Lucci’s Market, but further east. 
Herbert C. Barrows was anear neigh- 
bor, on Woburn Sireet. rs

One of the things Olive enjoyed in 
Selectmen's meetings was totell how 
Herb would drive off in the afternoon 
ina fine carriage, when he was court- 
ing Nina L. Kincaid who lived near 
Chestnut Street. To talk of Herb was 
always an event in Olive’s life, and 


Herb was a man who always drove 
wagons, not carriages. 

Herbert C. Barrows was a “spe- 
cial” man in Wilmington and any story 
about him was always enjoyed. He 
served in the Town Government about 
60 years - Selectman, Finance Com- 
mittee, etc. Herb received a special 
award from the Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor on the 50th anniversary of his 
attendance at Town Meeting - 50 years 
of perfect attendance! 

He did not get one on the 60th

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Tewksbury Hospital’s DUIL Program: 
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A Second Offender’s Last Chance

“This Progtampts just part of the 
recovery process. Not all clients are 


ready for sobriety or are motivated for. 


sobriety. [Our] program is in place for 
those who are interested, those who 
are committed, and those who are will- 
ing to work for 14 days. [Here] they 
can develop the major skills and cour- 
age needed to help them remain so- 
ber,” said Michael Kennedy, Program 
Director of the DUIL (Driving Under 
the Influence of Liquor) at Tewksbury 
Hospital 

The program, now one of only two 
in the State, began at the Middlesex 
County Hospital on April 15, 1985. 
When the Hospital was sold, the pro- 
gram moved to Tewksbury and opened 
its doors on the Campus in March of 
this year. “People who come here are 
people who have been convicted by 
the courts of a second offense [for 
drunk driving] within 10 years,” 
Kennedy said. The 2nd offense for 
drunk driving carries with it a manda- 
tory prison sentence which can be 
waived, provided the client is willing 
to receive treatment. “The typical 
drunk driver isn’t a law breaking in- 
habitant of the house of corrections. 
Many are employed and have parents 
and roots in the community. They 
may be little league coaches, school 
teachers; a drunk driver can be any- 


one. They just happen to have the 
disease of alcoholism,” Kennedy said. 
Sessions run in twooweek blocks, 


24 hours each day, 365 days each 
year. Although there has been some 
resistance on the part of the courts to 
schedule client's treatments over the 
Christmas holiday, the program is 
still available. “We have a fourteen 
day residential program witha 70 bed 
capacity, and we place clients in six 
large wards. We admit approximately 
1400 clients a year: we've admitted 
just under 17,000 clients in the 12 
years we've been open. We have four 
semi-private rooms that are generally 
reserved for femal Right now, it's 
about 88% male,” said Kennedy. The 
program receives more than 75% of 
its funding directly from the clients, 
with the remaining 25% obtained from 
the State. “There are provisions within 
the law that allow courts to declare a 
client indigent and the state picks up 
that tab. The cost for the common- 
wealth to operate this program is mini- 
mal,” Kennedy added. 

The program requires clients to 
attend classes and receive homework, 
view films, and goto individual coun- 
seling sessions during the day. At 
night they must attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous sessions and usually one 
MADDsession during their visit. “We 
have 3 groupcounseling sessions each 
day [for the clients]. We have an 
extensive educational program where 
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they learn about recovery, about alco- 
hol and alcoholism, how it can affect 
them, and how it can affect their fam- 
ily.” said Kennedy. Clients also at- 
tend educational classes on HIV and 


STD (sexually transmitted diseases). 


“We deal with issues like prob- 
lem solving, communication skills, 
anger management, and conflict reso- 
lution. All of which are issues [the 
clients] can plug into the recovery 
process. [Often], a person who has a 
difficult time solving conflicts finds 
themselves in situations that make it 
difficult to continue their sobriety. 
They get into binds and they don’t 
have the necessary skills [to work it 
out]; it’s easy for them to relapse back 
into drinking,” said Kennedy. The 
program also addresses many issues 
surrounding substance abuse. Cli- 
ents continue their treatment in an 
outpatient capacity after they gradate 
from this program, which usually in 
their own community and includes 
counseling sessions. 


“There is a punishment aspect to 
this program, and there should be,” 
Kennedy said. For most second of- 
fenders, this is their last chance. “You 
cannot use alcoholism as an excuse. 
You cannot say ‘because of alcohol- 
ism, I'm notresponsible for my drunk 
driving. Clearly they are. This pro- 
gram tries to reinforce that and I be- 
lieve the courts try to reinforce that. 
Sometimes people on the outside don't 
understand what it means to be sepa- 
rated from your family. You don't 
have any visiting, you're told when to 
get up, you're told when to go to bed, 
you are told where to be at certain 
places, you share showers and com- 
modes with other people, and they

don't watch TV,” said Kennedy. 
The program is authorized for 26 
full-time positions and the staff can 
number up to 35, including part time 
personnel. “Most of them have de- 


grees and all of them are expected to * 


become Certified Alcoholism Coun- 
selors within two years of being hired. 


“The Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts is reasonably comfortable 
giving second offenders an opportu- 
nity for treatment,” Kennedy said. 
However, the Commonwealth has its 
limits, and its exceptions. “Most third 
offenders should have gone to treat- 
ment twice. They should have gone 
to outpatient treatment which is ap- 
proximately twenty weeks of lectures 
and group discussions, mandatory AA 
mectingsand MADD meetings; which 
is what they get for their first offense. 
If that doesn’t work they come to me 
and they are in here for 14 days. The 
law is clear that you should go to jail, 
but the reality is perhaps something 
different. Ido believe most people do 
go to jail but there are clearly glaring 
exceptions,” Kennedy said. 


Although there has been no recent 
research conducted regarding the ef- 
fectiveness of second offender pro- 
grams, earlier studies showed a re- 
duction in recidivism for those who 
attended treatment. “The people who 
received this treatment were less likely 
to drive drunk than people who were 
simply sent to the house of correc- 
tion,” Kennedy said. 

“There are many things we could 


provide but don’t, there are many 
classes we could teach but don’t, be- 
cause then we'd need a 21 or 28 day 
program. We do what we can in a 
very structured program. Whatever it 
takes to get sober, I’m in favor of,” 
Kennedy said.

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WILMINGTON - Picture a room 
filled with one-year-old kids running 
around, playing with each other, and 
waiting their turn to go on stage while 
beaming parents look on. 

This controlled pandemonium is 
nota nursery school play. It’s a beauty 

~pageant! 

Asked why she entered her daugh- 
ter Kylee in a local beauty pageant at 
a mall in Billerica when Kylee was 
only six months old, Janice Winnett, 
formerly of Wilmington and now of 
Saugus said, “just for fun — just to 
see how she would do.” It seems 
Winnett was more alert to beauty con- 
tests because her sister, 24 year old 
Karen Matulewiczof Wilmington, has 
competed in and won prizes in beauty 
contests. 

Kylee, now one year old, partici- 
pated in two other pageants, and won 
the beauty and photo category in the 
Baby U.S.A. pageant held in 
Framingham during the past July 4th 
weekend. 

An agent from Dynasty Interna- 
tional in Boston noticed Kylee at the 
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Wilmington family says

pageant, and since then Dynasty and 
Kylee’s mom and dad signed an agree- 
ment for Dynasty to represent Kylee 
for one year. Kylee’s aunt and pag- 
eant prize winner Matulewicz noted 
that Dynasty works with major com- 
panies such as Cheerios. 

All this beauty pageant stuff may 
amuse adults, but what about one- 
year-old Kylee? 


Kylee’s mom said Kylee, “loves it! 
“She added that Kylee likes to see and 
play with the other pageant babies, 
and seems to know when the camera is 
on her. Indeed, when the Town Crier 
photographer aimed acameraat Kylee, 
she often stopped what she was doing 
and looked at the camera. When the 
cameraclicked, even though there was 
no flash, little Kylee would blink. 

Kylee’s mom recalled that by 
Kylee’s second pageant, she was wav- 
ing at the end of the runway and clap- 
ping for herself.

She received something in 
the mail that indicated participants 
could win money for college, which 
interested her because she planned to 
go to college. 

Since then; Matulewicz received 
her B.A. inearly childhood education 
from Fitchburg State College. She 
presently teaches 30 hours per week 
in Lexington, and is looking for a 
full-time, sroom teacher position. 
Matulewicz said she likes working 
with kids, and now is a judge at baby 
pageants. 

Matulewicz said she got sponsors 
for her first pageant including her 
dentist and borrowed a dress from a 
friend. Her auntand uncle, who owned 
asporting goods shop, also supported 
her under the shop's name. Fenway 
Painters of Wilmington also spon- 
sored Matulewicz in her first pag- 
cant 


“The pageant was all teens and 
we gotalong,” said Matulewicz, add-. 
ing that the participants became 
friends and kept in touch for years as 
pen pals. “I saw the good side to 
pageants from the start,” said 


Matulewicz, adding that pageants that 
put the emphasis on competition or 
were very glamorous would have 
turned her off. 

In the teen pageant, recalled 
Matulewicz, she had to do formal 


modeling, was interviewed by five « 


judges, and then had to give a speech 
on a topic such as “Why women love 
America.” Matulewicz said, “I found 
it (the topic) pretty easy because I 
could get into opportunities for women 
and stuff pageants want to hear.” 

Matulewicz noted that boys could 
compete in pageants up to the age of 
six, after which too few boys were 
interested for pageants to bother. Par- 
ents of young boys who had stage 
presence might put their boys in a 
pageant as a preparation for audition- 
ing for,say, Broadway parts, observed 
Matulewicz. 


Matulewicz said people can de- 
velop misconceptions about pageants 
by watching TV pageants where only 
kids who have been competing for 
years participate and where the focus 
is on beauty and on thousand-dollar 
gowns.

Many Volunteers, 60 players and town common games in 1954

‘to the year 1954, Americans could 
buy a cup of coffee and a piece of 
pi¢ for a quarter. They could buy a 
brand new baseball glove for six 
bycks and a brand new Buick Car 
for $2,500. During those days, 
under then President Dwight Eisen- 
hower, the Korean War was coming 
to an end, Rock and Roll was just 
about introduced and Willie Mays 
was the star baseball player who all 
Americans adored. And for the 
town of Wilmington, 1954 was the 
sétond year in which Little League 
baseball was played. If one can 
remember, those days little league 
games were played on the Town 
Common. 

Because of inflation, inventions 
and a totally different way of living, 
today one couldn't get a baseball 
glove for six bucks, rather they 
would pay ten times that. But, if it 
wasn't for many volunteers and 60 
or so kids who loved to play the 
game of baseball, Wilmington 
Little League won't be able to 
célebrate its 45th Anniversary when 
they do so next spring. 

Today, Wilmington Little League 
(Major Division of 10, 11 and 12 
year olds) has cight teams and 
approximately 120 kids. The majo- 
rity of those ballplayers have their 
own bats, batting gloves, cleats and 
wrist bands, In 1954, with half of 
the teams and half of the players, 
one was lucky to have a sweatshirt 
underneath their uniform, never- 
mind a batting glove. 

“We would have to pass the hat 
ddiring games to buy baseballs, the 
sponsors bought our uniforms,” 
sald Jack Cushing, who was a 
cutcher/outfielder for the Yankees 
dating the 1954 season. 

“The first season began in 1953 
The Major League Division played 
its games Monday through Friday 
aid the Minor Division played all 
dy Saturday. All of the games 
were played at the Town Common. 
Ai'the far end of the Common today 
on the Middlesex Ave. side right in 
front of the red house, used to lie 
home plate. The players were hitt- 
ing towards where Wilmington 
Ha School is now. That field in 
1953 had a snow fence, while there 
was no grass at all on the field, it 
wits a dustball so to speak. 

‘Yh 1954 things changed a little bit. 
Rily Hersom, this writer's grand- 
father, contributed a lot to the 
leligue. He built the concession 
stihd at the Town Common. And 


before the 1954 season began, all of 
the players and coaches who were 
inyolved in little league at that time, 
hglped build a solid bench like fence 
to, replace the snowfence at Burt 
Sell's house, who was the president 
of the league at that time. 

Said John Ritchie the Tigers 
coach, “I remember we would put 
the fence on a flatbed and it was 


stored at Koys nouse down on 
Roberts Estates during the winter.” 

Also during the second season of 
Wilmington Little League there 
wasn't a fee to play, as the sponsors 
picked up the uniforms and as 
Cushing said the hat was passed to 
buy baseballs. Most of the players 
had rubber cleats and gloves with 
webbings, but not all, usually the 
ones who could afford them had the 
better ones. Back then, there were 
no such thing as a helmet, rather it 
was two “plastic airmuffs” that went 
over one's hat. There was no 
electric scoreboard, either, as the 
score was kept on a chalkboard that 
stood over the center field fence. 
There were four teams in 1954 
Weiberg's Tigers; Chisholm’s 
Indians; Gildart's Yankees; and 
Cain's Red Sox. All of the teams 
had 15 players on it who were 
either 10, 11 or 12 years old. Back 
then, players could be brought up 
during the middle of the season 
from the minor leagues, depending 
on if they were good enough to play 
at the Major League level. The 
Tigers were the best team that year, 
as the Yankees were the champions 
in 1953. Ritchie was the head coach 
for the Tigers, while, Bob Baker 
was the coach of the Indians, Joe 
Gilligan and Cliff Watters were the 
coaches of the Red Sox and Bucky 
Backman and Bob Peters were at 
the helm of the Yankees. 

‘The Tigers were the best team and 
according to Ritchie they had a five 
or six game winning streak to 
overcome the Yankees. The Tigers 
were loaded with pitchers. Tony 
DelTorto, the biggest 12-year old in 
the league, and John "JohnnyBoy” 
McCabe were two of the top 
pitchers in the league during that 
time. However, the league was 
Joaded with talented ball players. 

“There was some great talent back 
then,” said Cushing. "That was 
when players like Ricky Froton and 
[a year later] Jeff Williamson began 
their days and many talented 
players followed.” 

Froton and Williamson, who were 
both excellent little league pitchers 
and then high school pitchers, went 
on to professional careers in the 
minor leagues. Froton pitched two 
plus seasons with the Boston Red 
Sox Single A affiliate team in the 
New York Penn League in the carly 
60's before injuring his pitching 
arm. Williamson, on the other 
hand, made it as far as Double A in 
the Baltimore Orioles chain, also in 
the carly 60's. 


Froton recalled one memory he 
had during his Wilmington days, “I 
remember I was pitching against the 
Tigers. 1 struck out all 18 batters 
who faced me, I walked only one 
and didn't give up a hit. I walked 
Kevin Fields, He then stole second, 
stole third and scored on a wild 
pitch. And we lost 1-0." 

Besides Froton, DelTorto and

McCabe as the front line pitchers, 
there were many other outstanding 
ball players. Eddie Casey of the 
Red Sox was the home run hitter, 
while, pJayers like Jimmy Malzar, 
Ricky DiMilo, Dick Hersom (this 
writer's uncle), Joe Beaton and 
current, Wilmington High School 
Principal Eddie Woods all could 
hit, run and throw with the best of 
them. 

"In 1960, 1 was on the first 
Wilmington High School cham- 
pionship baseball t id Bob 
Gage, who was a member of the 
Yankees, but wasn't in the team 
picture and now has been a coach in 
Wilmington Litthe League for 
almost twenty years. “And a lot of 
those guys on that team were great 
players in little league [during the 
1954 season]. Guys like Froton, 
Melzar, Dimilo, Woods, Casey and 
Beaton were all excellent ball 
players. Back then, none of the 
other high schools teams ever won. 
The football team wasn't winning 
and cither was the basketball team 
or any others. We were the first 
team, really who ever won any 
thing.” 

A lot has changed since those early 
days. There ho registration fee 
back then, nowadays it about $60 
per child to play a summer of 
baseball (in Tewksbury its $100 per 
child), No longer are the kids 
playing their games at the Town 
Common, nowadays the games have 
been switched over to Rotary Park 
which 
Police Station. Nowadays its the 
parents who buy the uniforms and 
the whole nine yards, while, 
sponsors get their 
back of the shirts and their n: 


the newspapers for no app 

reason. Back then it was wooden 
bats on a dusty field (in which the 
high school football team practiced 
on) with small gloves, ber 
cleats, plastic airmuffs and 60 or so 
kids who would do anything to play 
the game. Today, its aluminum bats 
on a beautiful grass/stonedust ficld 
with the best glove, the best cleats, 
the bestbatting gloves, the best bats 
and full protective helmets. Most 


importantly, back then, the little 9 


league ballplayers played because of 
their love for the game, today that is 
a big question. 

However, even though a lot of 
things have changed during the 44 
years of Wilmington Little League, 
a lot has stayed the same. Still, 
there are many talented ball 
players. Yesterday was the Frotons 
and Caseys and today is the Rappolis 
and Sinopolis -- all four of them 
have the distinction of being four 
flamethrowers during their Major 
League tenure. Today a lot more 
people are involved be it ball 
players, coaches, parents and other 
volunteers, 

And all of that means that todays 
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120 or so kids in just the major 
division, would not being having 


fun, would not being playing 
baseball, had it not been for all of 


those involved with bringing Little 
League to the town of Wilmington.

Injuries have already hurt the 
Dolphins and they haven't even 
played a game yet this season. This 
division is the weakest out of the 
AFC and Johnson, Marino and 
Abdul-Jabbar should be enough to 
get this team to at least a .500 
record. 

Indianapolis Colts

has a lot of talent like the Colts do, 
would go out in the off-season and 
address there biggest weakn the 
offensive line. They didn't and

For some reason, I always predict 
that the Bengals and the Raiders will 
be teams to be reckon with, yet they 
never fulfill expectations.

I'm only stating the stats between 
these two quarterbacks because 
(probably one of the only times I 
ever will agree with him) I heard 
Eddie Andelman of WEEI ‘Radio 
arguing with a caller the other day 
of who was better. True, Brunell's 
stats look better because he threw 
for 281 more yards than Bledsoe on

¢. But look at the inter- 
ceptions, Brunnell had one more 
than he had touchdowns. Not to 
mention he had five more than 
Bledsoe as well as eight less 
touchdowns in 66 more attempts. 
That also means that Brunnell 
averages an interception every 28 
attempts, while Bledsoe averages 
one every 42 attempts. On the other 
hand, Brunnell has the edge because 
he runs very well and he hasn't 


come close to reaching his potential 


yet, but really has Bledsoe? 

All of these thought and stats don't 
mean a thing now, because Brun- 
nell is out for the season with a knee 
injury. Before the injury happened, 
I had Jacksonville ahead of the 
Bengals at 10-6, now without him, 
they will be lucky to win seven 
games. 


No matter what city, what head 
coaclr or what quarterback they 
have, this team will always be 
boring and mediocre. They do have 
some signs of hope with Eddie 
George and Chris Sanders, but 
besides that your guess is as good as 
mine of naming another player.

Prime time for boat thieves 


The boating season is under- 
way and boat thieves are on the 
move, too, according to BOAT/ 
U.S. (Boat Owners Association 
of The United States), the 
nation’s largest organization of 
recreational boaters. 

Thieves steal an average of 
1,000 boats a month at an annu- 
al cost to boaters and their 
insurance companies of $40 mil- 
lion. More than half of all stolen 
boats are motorboats in the 18- 
to-23-foot range. The odds of 
recovering a stolen vessel are 
only one in ten, the Association 
said. 

Equipment left unsecured on 


board is also popular with 
thieves. Electronics such as GPS 
receivers and LORAN, fishfind- 
ers, VHF radios, stereo systems 
and inflatable dinghies are 
prime targets. 

Some tips from BOAT/U.S. to 
help pre‘ect your boat from 
thieves: 

“Don’t make your boat an easy 
target. Use theft-warning decals, 
locks and alarm systems. Anti- 
theft devices aren't fool-proof, 
but they can make a boat bur- 
glary difficult enough to dis- 
courage many crooks.

“Surgery is usually 
recommended for younger peo- 

‘ ple, while older patients will be

‘ment such as radiation,” says 
Robert Krane, MD, professor

of urology at Boston University 
School of Medicine. 

The success rate for treating 
prostate cancer is high when the 
disease is diagnosed in its early 


+ stages, though both standard 


treatments have side effects, 
which often include impotence. 

The therapy referred to, seed 
therapy, is actually an old 
approach being ina 
newly refined form. While the 
new technique has only been 
used for five to seven years, 
early results indicate outcomes 
as good as conventional external 
radiation therapy or radical 
prostatectomy. This treatment, 
too, has side effects, but does 
offer a reasonable alternative to 
surgery and to classical radio- 
therapy in some cases. 

The procedure involves 
implanting radioactive pellets 
directly into the prostate to 
destroy tumor cells. Tradition- 
ally, this process was ineffective, 
because the placement of the 
radioactive pellets was not uni- 
form, leaving “cold spots” 
between the pellets, thus pre- 
venting complete eradication of 
the tumors. 

Today, the results have been 
greatly improved with the help 
of ultrasound machines that pin- 
point precisely where to place 
and space the seeds. The treat- 
ment may be done on an outpa- 
tient basis or require only one 
night in the hospital, which is 
quicker and less expensive than 
the other treatment options. Side 
effects of seed therapy include 
temporarily increased urination 
and rectal irritation. Early 
reports indicate that 20 to 30 
percent of patients may develop

Window shades are easy to 
install and maintain. 

They are sold by the width, 
measured from the tip of the 
round pin at one end of the rol- 
ler to the tip of the flat pin, or 
spear, at the other end. The pin 
and spear fit into mounting 
brackets placed inside the 
window frame, on the face of 


. the frame, or on the wall. 


The shade itself is stapled or 
taped to the roller, ich is 
usually made of wood or 
cardboard and has metal end 
caps. One end of the roller is 
hollow and contains the shade’s 
spring. The lower the shade is 
pulled, the more the spring’s 
tension increases. When the 
‘shade is raised, the spring un- 
coils rapidly, wrapping the

A window shade is held in 
place by a pawl, a small latch 
that locks onto a ratchet tooth 
to, stop the roller from turning.

hall. Can I safely install it by myself? 


Childhood fears are hard to 
shake, and electricity and I 
never have been the best of 
friends. 

When it came time to install 
my first ceiling fan, I wasn’t 
thrilled with the idea of making 
the electrical connections. I 
switched off the circuit breaker, 
cutting all power to the line, but 
I was still nervous when it came 
time to touch the wires. 

Actually, it’s good to be a lit- 
tle nervous when you work with 
electricity. When you're a little 
nervous, you'll be extra careful. 

I love ceiling fans because 
they’re attractive, inexpensive to 
operate, and they keep me as 
cool as I want to be. One of my 
daughters likes her room as cold 
as a refrigerator, but I usually 
close off the air conditioner 
vents to my room and use the 
ceiling fan instead. In the win- 
ter, I flip the switch to reverse 
the direction of the fan blades, 
and it blows the heat down. 

The easiest way to install a 
ceiling fan is where you already 
have an overhead light fixture. I 
like to turn the light on first, 
then flip the circuit breaker to 
disconnect power to the fixture. 
When the light goes off, I know 
I've switched off the correct 
breaker and there is no electric- 
ity running through the circuit. 
If you're really squeamish about 
this, you can get a hand-held 
meter to confirm the line safe to 
touch. 


Don't cheat 
with a 
wrench 


Among the many definitions 
of cheat listed in Webster’s 
Dictionary is the following: “To 
deceive by trickery.” This defini- 
tion seems to aptly describe the 
wrench cheating technique; an 
unorthodox technique used by 
the unwary to get extra power 
by adding a length of pipe or 
other extension to the wrench 
handle to gain extra leverage. 

The trick is that the tool user 
is in a sense falsely telling the 
wrench it can do more than it 
was designed to do. When this is 
the case, something has to give 
and it could result in damage to 
the tool, damage to the fastener, 
injury to the tool user or all

Once the power’s off, remove 
the existing light fixture and 
draw a simple sketch of how the 
wires from the ceiling are 
hooked together. If there are 
multiple connections, you could 
disconnect them all and not be 
able to reassemble them proper- 
ly. 

There are two ways to install 
the metal fan box, and neither is 
all that difficult. One involves 
going up to the attic and 
installing a wooden support to 
which the box, and then the fan, 
will be attached. The other, 
which you'll have to do if you're 
putting the fan on the first floor 
of a two story house, involves 
installing a metal support brack- 
et. 

The attic method 

Go up to your attic and find 
the hole in the ceiling where the 
light fixture was hanging. 
Bracketing the hole wili be a 
pair of wooden ceiling joists. 
You're going to attach a wooden 
support between those joists, 
and screw your ceiling fan box 
into the wood support. 

To do that, measure the space 
between the ceiling joists and 
cut a wooden two-by-four so that 
it will fit exactly between the 
joists. Position the two-by-four 
on its edge, rather than flat, and 
nail it to the joists. Use four 16- 
penny nails, two on each side. 
When you're through installing 
the wood brace, you should be 
able to do chin-ups from it. 

You could position the wood- 
en brace so that it touches the 
sheetrock, but if you do, you'll 
limit the room you'll have to fit

the metal junction box. There’s 
a box called a pancake box that 
works in this tight space. 

But better still, position the 
brace one inch above the 
sheetrock. That will give you 
enough room to attach a 1 1/2- 
inch thick standard metal fan 
box to the edge of the wooden 
brace. 


Push out two perforated holes , 


in the back of the ceiling fan 
box and feed the original wires 
through. Then screw the fan box 
to the wooden brace, using two 
1-1/2-inch wood screws. 


Using a metal bracket 

The second method costs a 
little more, but some prefer to 
do it this way because they don’t 
like going up to their attic. After 
you turn off the power, remove 
the light fixture, take apart the 
wire connection and remove the 
old plastic junction box, you 
install a metal brace to support 
the ceiling fan. 

The brace works like a show- 
er curtain rod. You twist the rod 
and its gets longer, up to 24 inch- 
es. To install it, insert the brace 


into the hole in the ceiling, posi- 
tion it between the ceiling joists 
and twist it, until a pair of metal 
prongs pierce the wooden joists. 

A‘ceiling fan mounting kit 
comes with a U-shape bracket 
that loops over the metal brace. 
The fan box and the ceiling fan 
both attach to the metal brack- 
et. 

Once the ceiling fan box and 
support is in place, it’s pretty 
simple to hook the ceiling fan to 
the box. However, it helps to

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Your school child needs assistance 


It's that back-to-school time 
again, when every store in town 
has a special sale on clothes, 
lunch boxes, notebooks and other 
school-related items. For store- 
keepers, all this upbeat advertis- 
ing usually pays off. 


But what your child needs on 
the first day of school can’t be 
bought in any store. Your child 
needs you to be just as upbeat and 
just as excited“about the opening 
day of school as any storekeeper. 
Even more so. 


What does it take? Here are 
four simple suggestions from the 
principals of America’s elemen- 
tary and middle schools. If you 
follow them, thé first day of 
school—and every day there- 
after—will go more smoothly for 
you and your child: 


Begin School Day Schedule 


Start now to ease out of your care- 
free summer schedule and into a 
school-year routine of regular 
meals (especially breakfast and 
lunch) and earlier bedtimes. Also, 
little by little, cut down the time 
your child can watch TV. (I know 
it’s not easy. But please try.)

Make sure you and your child 
know how to get to and from 
school. Walk on the same streets 
and pathways your child will use 
every day. Has anything changed 
from last year—new construction, 
for example, or a new fence? If 
your child takes a bus, visit the 
bus stop together. Talk about bus 
safety. Emphasize good behavior 
on the bus. 

Avoid the confusion of opening 
day. If your child is new to school, 
call the principal and ask for an 
informal tour for you and your 
child a few days or a week before 
school starts. Walk around the 
playground. Visit the cafeteria and 
library. Note the location of the 
bathrooms. 


Finally: Read. | hope you've 
been reading to your youngster 
throughout the summer. If not, do 
it now. It’s never too late. Check a 
few books and magazines out of 
the library and read them aloud to 
your child. Ask your child to read 
to you, too: the comics in the 
newspaper, descriptions in mail- 
order catalogucs, and anything 


clse that’s handy.

School addition at McCall Middle 
School is very hot topic

WINCHESTER — The town 
of Winchester, its residents, 
along with parents and stu- 
dents, have most of their atten- 
tion these days towards an ad- 
dition to the McCall Middle 
School, a former Winchester 
ILS. building just south of Win- 
chester center. 

However, it was the same is- 
sue that led to the building of 
the new high school of Skillings 
Road in the first place. 

aa look back on history, at 

Lc ea can also put today’s 
problems on housing in Win- 
chester in focus. 

It was school overcrowding 
that first led to the construc- 
tion of 2 junior high school in 
Winchester. 

Over time, overcrowdi 
has also resulted in a seco 
junior high, swapping space 
with the high school, building 
additions, changing class al- 
locations among the school 
buildings, and once again addi- 
tions and renovations. 

After 1903 when the new 
high school building opened, 
children over elementary 
school age went to school at 
the Wadleigh Grammar School 
and at the high school. 

By the late 1920s both build- 
ings were overcrowded, caus- 
ing the school committee to la 
ment their “deplorable con 
ditions” and suggest a new 
building, a junior high school 
be built. 

The concept of junior high 
was new then. At a special 
town meeting in June 1928 one 
opponent called it “an educa- 
tion experiment and a fad 
which Winchester could not af- 
ford.” Yet the school com- 
mittee recommended it and re- 
searched various sites, i 
on Main Street near the for! 
with Washington Street as the 
best. It also published drawings 
of a suggested buildi 

At that time the town, faced 
with other school expenses, 
voted against spending money 
to build a new school Guilding 
The School Committee did not 


give up. 
“What is there about a Jun- 
ior High School ... that any- 


body can object to? As long as 
our citizens are satisfied with 
what is being taught in the 
Wadleigh, what difference does 
it make to any of us what it is 
called?” it questioned in 1929. 


Moving forward 


In 1931, finally, plans went 
forward. The office of R. Clip- 
son Sturgis was chosen as ar- 
chitect. 

Since the lot rose above the 
level of the street, it had to be 
leveled to the grade of Main 
Street. The materials from the 
leveling and from the excava- 
tion were deposited over the 
bank = onto the lower level, 
low the height of the 
banking and the steepness of 
the slope. 

The building was not as 
large as the one suggested in 
1928. The school building com- 
mittee reported in 1931, that it 
had been “very careful” to plan 
the building in‘such a manner 
that did not call “for any un- 
necessary things or for neces- 
sary things in an amount 
greater than is called for by 
wise economy.” 

“The building itself,” the 
committee wrote, “is of red 
water-struck brick with cast- 
stone trimmings ... On the 
Main Street front the principal 
architectural features are the 
central facade which is entirely 


of cast-stone including the pil- 
lars, and the beautiful central 
tower which is of wood.” 

The style of the facade, as 
evidenced in the central 
entrance with its triangular 
pediment and columns with 


Corinthian capitals, “was 
neoclassical. 
The tower, they reported, 


was “more than a decorative 
feature. It is the ventilating 
duct for thé entire building and 
is full of vents for all of the 
ventilating units.” 


It was, they were delighted * 


to say, the “first entirely fire- 
proof building. Even the inside 
trim is metal, with the excep- 
tion of the doors. The roof is of 
slate.” 

The lower level in the rear 
(the area of current attention) 
was occupied by the gym- 
nasium, with shower and lock- 
er rooms and athletic storage 
space.

A faculty advisor 
will review forms and spot check 
to verify that service has been 
completed. 

The number of community 
service hours completed will 
appear on report cards, and the 
High School office will maintain 
a database for placements as a 
student reference.

Lice, more a nuisance 
than a health problem 


My child picked up head lice 
at day care. How can I prevent 
this from happening again? 


Contrary to popular thought, 
head lice is not necessarily a 
sign of uncleanliness or poor 
health habits. In fact, it is less a 
health threat than it is a nui- 
sance. According to the National 
Pediculosis Association, head 
lice infestation can occur in peo- 
ple of all ages and both sexes. 
The problem of head lice is most 
prevalent in young school chil- 
dren; some public health groups 
estimate that 12 million young- 
sters are infected annually. 


Known by entomologists as 
pediculus humanus varcapitis, 
head lice are blood-sucking par- 
asites. These grayish-colored 
insects are about the size of a 
sesame seed and can thrive only 
in human scalp and hair. 


They hatch from small eggs, 
called nits, which are attached 
to the base of individual hairs. 
The eggs hatch in about 10 days, 
with the new lice reaching 
maturity in about two weeks. 
Head lice proliferate quickly- 
female lice can lay about 90 
eggs in their 20-to-30-day life- 
time - so the problem needs to 
be treated promptly. 

“One of the reasons for the 
spread of head lice is overcrowd- 
ing.” says Candace Lapidus, 


MD, FAAP, director of Pediatric 
and Adolescent Dermatology at 
Boston Medical Center and 
assistant professor of pediatrics 
and dermatology at Boston 
University School of Medicine. 
“That is why you often see out- 
breaks in day care centers and 
schools,” 

Persistent itching of the head 
and the back of the neck can 
indicate head lice infestation 
Parents should look for nits- 
which can be seen by the nakec 
bye but are best identified witt 
the aid of a magnifying glass 
attached to individual hairs 
Lapidus says that most cases of 
head lice are diagnosed when 
children visit their physicians 
for scalp infections caused by 
vigorous itching. 

Treatment for head lice 
begins with shampooing a 
child's hair with one of several 
over-the-counter products desig- 
ned to kill the lice and nits. Most 
of these products rely on perme- 
thrin as an active ingredient 
since it is non-toxic for humans. 
Regular shampoos and those 
medicated to treat dandruff or 
other skin problems will not 
solve the problem. Hair should 
then be combed with a fine-tooth 
comb to remove the nits. If the 
lice develop a resistance to 
these products, your child’s 
physician may prescribe a more 
powerful treatment product.

This year, and in growing 
numbers over the past several 
years, folks who have been out 
of school for some time are 
choosing to return, often as 
freshmen, to prepare for a new 
career in an entirely new field. 

And while “mid-life” fresh- 
men face many of the same 
challenges as their younger 
classmates, there are also fac- 
tors which make it both harder, 
and easier, to deal with college 
life. 

“It’s a pleasure to work with 
these students,” says Professor 
Mike Ruane who mentors stu- 
dents in the Late Entry 
Accelerated program (LEAP) at 
Boston University, one of only 
three programs in the country 
in which students who have an 
undergraduate degree in any 
field can work toward a gradu- 
ate degree in engineering. 
“These are people who have 
thought long and hard about the 
risks involved in changing 
careers. They have clear goals 
and high motivation. They have, 


“after all, ‘bet the farm’ on mak- 


ing a successful transition.” 

It took Diane Kiwior about a 
year to. make the decision. She 
had been teaching math in cen- 
tral Pennsylvania for eleven 
years, and throughout that time 
would recommend engineering 
to her brightest students. “If it’s 
such a good field,” they would 
ask her, “why aren't you doing it. 
yourself?” 

With two daughters, one in 
college and other in high 
school, it was not an easy deci- 
sion for Diane. “You think, how 
can I change careers now? It 
means uprooting my family, tak-

Virginia. “I taught English in 
high school for a time, but really 
had concentrated on raising my 
sons. When they both left home, 
one to college the other to 
boarding school, I really need to 
take stock and decide what to do 
with my life.” 

Managing financially was a 
major factor for both women. 
For Virginia it meant juggling 
classes-and not always being 
able to take all of the electives 
she wanted. Diane, as a partici- 
pant in the LEAP program, had 
full scholarship support and 
some income as a research 
assistant in Ruane’s lab, but it 
meant a drastic change in 
lifestyle. 

And both women enjoyed 
being in class with students who 
were the same age as their own 
children. “the camaraderie of 
the class was exciting,” says 
Virginia. “I had immense fun 
with the other students, working 
together late into the night We 
joked around a lot, but within 
the context of doing a lot of very 
serious, hard work. 

Although it can be a chal- 
lenge for a returning adult to 
adjust to the rhythm of exams, 
labs and papers, most people 
who know what they want. They 
have developed life skills such 
as tie management that help 
them succeed, and they do.

Fearing the freshman 15 
is a heavy topic in college 


Many students enter college 
fearing the legendary “Fresh- 
men 15,” the pounds some stu- 
dents supposedly gain during 
their first year away from home. 
But according to Judy Pierson, 
counselor at Boston University's 
Martin Luther King Counseling 
Center, some students can end 
up with a fate far worse than the 
Freshmen 15 if they become 
obSessed with dieting and devel- 
op anorexia, bulimia or compul- 
sive overeating P 
_ At summer orientation ses- 
sions, Pierson says the Fresh- 
men 15 is already on incoming 
students’ minds. “The two major 
concerns I heard students talk- 
ing abut were whether they 
would get along with their room- 
mates and gain weight at col- 
lege,” she says. “The fear of 
gaining weight and the extreme 
measures students may take to 
control it can start them down 
the road to an eating disorder.” 


Pierson says it’s not unusual 
for students to struggle with 
food issues at college. “Many 
students have cut ties with 
impoftant people in their lives. 
They are going through a diffi- 
cult transition with increased 


demands and expectations,” she 
said. “If they're feeling over- 
whelmed by their environment, 
one thing they may feel they can 
control is their weight.” 


In a culture that equates suc- 
cess and happiness with thin- 
ness, it’s easy to focus on dieting 
instead of the underlying issue. 
“Dieting, binging, purging, and 
compulsive exercising are sim- 
ply ways of taking control,” 
Pierson explains 

Pierson offers students the 
following tips for keeping food 
and weight issues in check dur- 
ing the adjustment to college 
life 


Realize thinness doesn't 
equal attractiveness or social 
acceptance. “The most attrac- 
tive quality a person can have is 
self-confidence,” says Pierson. 


“They feel good about them- 
selves, they're lively and fun, 
and they're going to pull people 
in like a magnet.” 

Don't diet-it’s not an effective 
way to lose"weight. “Dieting 
robs you of your energy and 
draws you into a world where 
two things exist - you and food,”

dent from such activities may 
result the removal of the struc- 
ture that a student needs to 


steer dear of drugs and al- 
cohol. 

Morse pointed out that many 
surrounding communities that 
have established such strict 
policies have backed down 
from them for litigious rea- 
sons. 

Under a new policy, students 
would be able to make up work 
missed during suspensions, but 
would get 50 percent credit for 
the work. For example, a test 
score of 80 would be graded as 
a 40. 


A student who is absent 
from 10 or more classes during 
a semester would lose credit 
points for that course. If the 
student passes the course, then 
he or she would not be required 
to repeat the course but would 
be required to take another 
course in the same discipline to 
make up the lost credits. 

A new varsity sports policy 
has been designed to give 
coaches some leeway to use 
their own judgment in deciding 
when and in what capacity a 
student may play on a team. 
The current policy states that a 
student who misses practices 
or games during a vacation pe- 
riod cannot be assigned to a 
different or lesser position 
when he or she returns. The 
proposed new language is 
designed to allow a students to 
remain in the position remain 
in the position he or shé played 


while filling in for an absent 
student. Superintendent Dr. 
Carol Eaton commented, “I 
hope we're not trying to design 
a nuclear weapon here, when a 
fly-swatter is necessary.” 

McCall principal’ Evander 
French said the middle schoo! 
handbooks were changed only 
to ensure that the policy lan- 
guage legally complies with the 
standards of the state Educa- 
tion Reform Act passed in 1993. 
The language changes are 
primarily in sections regarding 
student conduct, which’ en- 
compass topics such as posses- 
sion of weapons, drugs and al- 
cohol, violence and harass 
ment. 

Committee member Sarah 
Swiger suggested sending a let- 
ter to parents outlining school 
policy regarding weapons, 
drugs and alcohol, and harass- 
ment in particular. “These 
changes are really here for the 
adults. The kids are much 
more aware of (the changes in 
attitudes toward issues of 
harassment),” said Swiger. 
“Parents have some real sur- 
prises coming.” 

French said, “Today, 
harassment is not something, 
you just live with. It’s against 
the law. It's something we need 
to work on in the schools and 
in the broader community.”~ 

French said that aside from 
school rules, the substantial 
spiral-bound handbooks include 
study tips and charts for stu- 
dents to record homework as- 
signments

Richards also defended 
Reading’s teaching of basic 
skills, saying one of the reasons 
Chicago Math was chosen by the 
school system was for its strong 
emphasis on the teaching and 
application of basic math skills. 

Chicago Math was adopted by 
Reading as the elementary 
schools’ mathematics program 
after a 16 person mathematics 
committee was formed and had 
studied a number of options’ for 
Reading.

Curing “school-phobia” 


(MS) — “School is stupid, 
and I’m never going back!” “I’m 
scared to go to school, so I'm 
not going.” Comments like 
these can be a sign of school 
avoidance, sometimes called 
school phobia. 

There are at least three types 
of school avoidance. Each type 
calls for a unique approach and 
set of solutions. 

1. Negative experience at 
school — School can be traumat- 
ic for reasons that are not strict- 
ly academic. For example, chil- 
dren might avoid school because 
they're bullied on the play- 
ground or maliciously teased in 
class. Others may worry about 
being -humiliated over poor 
grades, letting their parents 
down or living up to the stan- 
dards of an older sibling. 

2. Overpersonalized thinking 
— School avoidance also can 
stem from family problems, like 
a seriously ill sibling. Some chil- 
dren feel personally responsible. 
These children say to them- 
selves, “There's a problem at 
home, and it must be my fault.” 

3. Unconscious conflict — A 
third type of school avoidance

wishes. Often, this conflict takes 
place below the level of con- 
scious awareness.

* Meet with teachers and 
school administrators to ensure 
that bullying stops. 

* Help children make new 
friends. 

* Let children know that 
they're not to blame for family 
problems. 

¢ Remind children that 
they're loved for reasons other 
than high grades. 

* Teach children that anger, 
jealousy and hate are normal 
emotions — and that people can 
feel these emotions without act- 
ing on them. 

“It's important for parents to 
have open communication with 
their child, be connected to the 
child’s everyday world of experi- 
ence and show a genuine inter- 
est in the child's point of view,” 
adds Dr. Milliner.
